Early this morning the three con­ 
demned men at San 
Quentin awoke, 
and 
talked 
pleasantly to the death 
watch until their breakfast, the last 
which they were to eat on this 
earth 
was brought to them. 
Azoff and Gar­ 
cia had both nerved themselves to 
meet their fate, and were it not for the 
black striped, garments 
which they 
donned, one would not suppose 
the men would be in their coffins 
few hours. 


Collins the brutal 
muaderer 
stabbed his wife thirty-two'times, ate a 
light breakfast and went back to his 
crucifix and prayers. 


At 8 o'clock Garcia was told to pre­ 
pare for death and a few momentsafter- 
ward the parish priest of San Rafael 
edtered the cell or Garcia and gave 
him the last sacraments. 


The death warrant was then read to 
the condemned man, after 
which he 
was led to the, scaffold. 
He mounted 
the steps with a firm step and gazed 
down on the spectators below. His 
legs and arms were pinioned, the black 
cap was drawn over his eyes and with 
a whisper from the priest the trap was 
sprung and the cold blooded murderer 
was sent to eternity. 


After the body of Garcia had been 
removed and the scaffold was again 
placed in order, Azoff was led to his 
doom. 
He showed no signs of fear, 
and mounted the steps of the scafiold 
with a light step, he bid all good bye, 
the black cap was drawn and the trap 
sprung, a.-.d he followed Garcia across 
the River Styx. 


Just at high noon that cringing :ow- 
ard, Collins, was taken from his cell 
and with quivering lips he was taken 
to the fatal trap. 
After a prayer from 
the priest and the announcement that 
he was not a/raid to 'die the black cap 
was drawn over his face and the trap 
was sprung and he had expiated one of 
the foulest and most fiendish crimes 
ever committed by man. 


Every precaution had been taken 
by the Warden and his subordinates 
against any failure, and the exactness 
of everything showed no hitch. 


It is hoped that the other score of 
murderers will soon dance the same 
dance as those today.

, Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insafie persons and Indiana, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
firat Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 
3846 of the Political Code makes It 
the duty of the Assessef to "demand Foil 
Tax of ever)' person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who

in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of. the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 


' liable to a tine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or lioth such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt.

For on that day 
the Rhode Island senate committee on 
special legislation reported back a bill 
granting the right of suffrage to women 
on all questions that can legally come 
before town, ward or district meetings. 
On the same day in Salt Lake City a 
motion in the constitutional convention 
to reconsider the clause adopting woman 
suffrage was killed by a decisive major­ 
ity, thus finally disposing of the matter. 
More important than all, however, on 
the same day the New York senate, by 
a vote of 20 to 5, passed a resolution 
which proposes to submit to the vote of 
the people of that state a constitutional 
amendment giving to women the right 
of suffrage. 
The same resolution had 
passed the assembly by a large majority. 
This triple victory on a single day will 
inspire with fresh courage the cham­ 
pions of this reform.
